INTERESTING FEATURES 


RECALLED ABOUT THE 
BATTLE OF VIMY 


Vimy Ridge, that hitherto impreg- 
mable fortress guarded by the German 
forces as probably the most valuable 
point on the entire western front, tell 
before the attack of the Canadian 
eorps on Waster Monday, April 9, 1917, 
is one of the most perfectly co ordin- 
ated and skilfully executed attacks in 
all miliary history, 

The attack was a model of military 
precision coupled with supreme hero- 
ism on the part of the troops engaged. 
It was the one and only time in the 
whole great war that the four divisions 
Were engaged in many other battles 
but in none other did all go over in 


@Dg line. 
Preparations for the capture of 
Vimy’s heights commenced immedi- 


ately following the last attack deliv- 
ered by the 4th Canadian division on 
the Somme on Noy. 18, 1916, 

The Canadian corps took over the 
entire ridge and as the sector had been 
quiet during the fierce fighting on the 
Somme it was hoped that the ‘torn and 
bruised battalions would have a rest 
spell in which to recuperate, Battal- 
lions that had swung throughout Al- 
dert and down the road past Tora 
Hill toward Bapaume several weeks 
earlier, singing and whistling, some 
1,200 strong, returned and passed 
under the ‘shadow of the Albert cath- 
edral with their effective soldiers 
@ountable on the fingers of both 
hands, Following Courcelette, Moquet 
Farm, Regina Trench, Desire Trench 
and other hot spots on the Somme the 
Canadian corps emerged as heroes 
of the hour, “We canie out to cheer 
them as they passed us,” said Mr. 
Thomas Atkins, “but as We saw their 
thinned and shrunken lines we could 
mot cheer. There was a lump in our 
throats.” 

Germans Uneasy 

Ten days after the Canadians took 
over at Vimy a notice bearing the 
following inscription appeared in the 
German lines: “Cut out your damned 
artillery; we, too, are from the 
Somme.” Vimy Ridge had been quiet 
for months, but it was noisy now, 

Placing the Canadians on Vimy was 
the first move of the British plan for 
the 1917 campaign, The great attack 
with which it was hoped to shatter 
the German forces was to be fought 
between Arras, on the south, and Lens 
n the north Vimy Ridge was the 
dominating part of this area. Months 
mand years of war had been fought on 
Vimy, Just to the west of the Ridge 
the French had ultimately halted the 
German thrust of 1914. In the Sou- 
ehez valley, that beautiful section ly- 
ing between Vimy ridge and the great | 
height of Notre Dame de Lorette, 200,. 
000 French and German dead lay bur- 
ied and as one strolled over the ter- 
rain rusted rifles, bits of equipment, 
shell cases and other evidences of 
grim struggles were to be seen, The 
country to the west of the Ridge rose 
gently at the southern end of the 
Riuge and to the north became steeper 
until at the extreme northern end it 
was very steep, indeed. 

Crest in German Hands 

The Canadian trenches ran along 
the Ridge, close to the top, but the 
crest itself, for the entire length ot 
the Ridge, was in German hands, The 
Ganadian line was on the wrong side 
of the crest and the Germans had 
complete domination over the Allied 
lines for miles to the west, nonth and 
south, The only approach ito the 
front was by long communication 
trenches as any movement across 
open country was seen by direct ob- 
servation, 

On the east side the Ridge drops 
| down sharply, The Germans had their 
| artillery well concealed and protected 

fn huge concrete emplacements, In

the north, near Lens and its main 
suburb, Lievin, both in German hands, 
were Bully and Grenay, commonly | 
called Bully-Grenay, jin Canadian 
hands) A railway ran through the 
lnes and both Canadian and German 
ends were carefully guarded. Then 
there was Calonne, with its massive 
slag heaps, and Souchez, once a pros. | 
perous agricultural village, The left | 
flank of the Canadian position was a} 
most unhealthy spot, snipers being | 
able to shoot into the trenches from 
all angles, 

First Blow Struck | 

On Dec, 20, 1916, the Canadians | 
struck their first blow. The 1st Cana. | 
dian Mounted Rifles, 8th Infantry | 
Brigade, 3rd Division, carried out a| 
raid and held the German front lines 
for a distance of 400 yards for 90 
minutes, destroying many of the de- 
fenders and capturing 58 prisoners, in. 
cluding one officer. Raid followed 
raid during the winter and all save 
one were outstandingly successful. 
Many prisoners were captured and 
much valuable information, 

In addition to raids much other 
valuable preliminary work was done 
during the winter. Shells were col- 
lected and stored in tens of thousands; 
gun emplacements were constructed 
and camouflaged; roads--28 miles— 
were built and maintained; a lumber 
mill was in a nearby wood, which 
turned out 10,000 feet of lumber for 
the plank roads every week; 50,000 
horses were concentrated within a few 
miles; water supply of 600,000 gallons 
a day was installed; 22 engines and 
24 pumping stations were put in and 
45 miles of pipe lines were built to 
the forward areas and those réaching 
the front lines had to be runk to pre- 
vent destruction by shell fire. One 
reservoir had a capacity of 50,000 gal- 
lons,

Tramway System Built 

A tramway system was built, which 
could only be operated at night and 
which was under almost continual ar- 
tillery bombardment. Yet 830 tons of 
supplies were moved over this system 
in one day, In addition, 300 push- 
carts were built for bringing out 
wounded, Telephone communications

WASHINGTON—William ‘R. Will- 
cox, of New York, who managed the 
Hughes presidential campaign in 1916, 
predicied, after a call at the Whiie 
House, that President Coolidge would 
be renominated at the Kansas City 
convention next June, 

Whether the President would ac- 
cept the nomination is problematical, 
Mr, Willcox said, contending he had 
not disclosed definitely what he would 
do under such circumstances, 

Willcox, a former chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, said 
there was wide popular demand for 
Mr. Coolidge’s re-election, With, him 
definitely eliminated from the field, 
Secretary Hoover would have the 
widest popular support of the Re- 
publican presidential possibilities, he 
added, ‘eh 

The New Yorker said he had dis- 
cussed politics briefly with the Pres!- 
cent, but would not disclose the 
nature of his talk,

SIOUX FALLS, S. D.—Plans are 
being pushed to a successful conclu- 
sion for the organization of a four- 
state wheat pool, with headquarters 
in South Dakota. 

The plan is called on of the most 
ambitious ever undertaken by wheat 
growers of the United States, and en- 
couragement for the movement was 
afforded by the great success of the 
Canad an wheat pool. 

The program for the four-state pool, 
formulated by W, C, Allen, publisher 
of a South Dakota farm paper, pro- 
vides for combining wheat growers 
of Montana, North Dakota, Minnesota 
and South Dakota, 

It is pointed out that the territory 
to be included in the pool is one of 
the richest wheat producing areas in 
the Nation, It is stated that the new 
pool will be of much the same mag- 
nitude as the Canadian wheat pool, 
the influence of which already is 
being felt in tthe great marketing 


|centers of the world, 


With the headquarters of the four- 
state pool in South Dakota, in the 
center of the spring wheat section, 
the annual production of which totals 
over 300,000,000 bushels it is hoped 
the new venture will gain impetus 
and increased support as the work of 
perfecting the organization proceeds. 

As wheat pooling on a large scale 
has proven a success in Western 
Canada, those pushing the organiza- 
tion of the new pool say there is no 
reason why ithe United States should 
lag behind Canada in adopting more 
efficient means of marketing wheat.

PEACE RIVER, Alta—Because of 
the tremendous flood of wheat to be 
moved from northern Alberta, every 
elevator in the Peace River country 
is filled to the roof with grain and, in 
consequence, there is qa growing de- 
mand that the Federal Government 
erect a storage elevator in that dis- 
trict, Although the railway is mov- 
ing out approximately 300,000 bushels 
of wheat a week from the Peace River, 
yet it is thought that the farmers 
may be unable to get this year’s crop 
marketed before next summer, 

The railroad management is doing 
all that is possible to handle the 
enormous Wheat crop of this area and 
no blame is to be attached to them, 
but it is felt by Peace River business 
men that the rush of grain from the 
north has developed beyond the re- 
sources provided to handle the situa- 
tion, It is stated that the engine 
crews have no time for rest as no 
sooner are the empty cars placed at 
the different sidings than they are 
filled immediately and the Same enging 
carries out the loaded cars in order 
to keep the grain moving, In spite 
of this, there is a serious congestion 
of grain in the north and hauling of 
grain to market has_ practically 
ceased for the present.

SIR HENRY THORNTON'S 
IMMIGRATION POLICY 
-_—o-— 

Some eastern journals think that 
Sir Henry Thornton made a practical 
suggestion, well worth consideration, 
when he proposed, in an address in 
Toronto, that the railways should be 
allowed to increase their freight ratea 
by five per cent, in order to obtain 
$20,000,000 a year for stimulating im- 
migration and land settlement. If the 
two railways joined hands and pro 
vided a great number of partly prepar. 
ed farms, he said, they could bring 
in 300,000 experienced farmers from 
the United States, besides hundreds 
of thousands of men and boys from 
Great Britain. It is a vigorous policy, 
and the picture of the results that 
might be obtained is perhaps not too 
glowing if $20,000,000 a year were 
spent, 

But an eastern journal! is incorrect 
in saying that it meets the point raised 
by Hon, Robert Forke, in a recent 
speech in Parliament, that the Gov- 
ernment is unable to make an ap- 
propriation large enough to carry on 
immigration on an extensive scale, If 
the people of Canada do not feel that 
they can afford to pay in taxes the 
money for a big immigration and land 
settlement scheme, how could they 
afford to pay in taxes the money tor 
a big immigration and land settlement. 
scheme, how could they afford any 
better to pay it in increased railway 
rates? In either case it would be 
the people who would pay ihe bill. 

Presumably, also, the rate increase 
would be a flat increase and it would 
therefore, be an unequal tax. It would 


fall much more heavily upon the 
western provinces than upon Ontario, 
because transportation costs serious- 
ly affect both the net profits of wes- 
tern producers and their cost of living. 
Moreover, the reductions in rates, for 
which the West has had to battle so 
long and hard are too valuable to fore. 
go even for such an important pur- 
pose as that of land settlement. « 

It would be quite impossible, also, 
to induce the Maritime provinces to 
accept an increase in railway rates 
after the reduction which they ob- 
tained from Parliament last year. 
Tliey have felt that they were sert- 
ously handicapped because their sep 
aration from the rest of the country 
and the cost of transportation made it 
difficult for them to sell their products 
in the other provinces, In their de- 
mand for the redress of Maritime 
grievances, lower freight rates held 
a leading place. <A 20 per cent. reduc.

Heavier outlay by the railways in 
furtherance of the same policy would 
accelerate the filling up of the vacant 
farm land, and might repay them well 
for the effort, But it would be a 
delusion to think that the people of 
the country could pay for an expensive

tunnels were built for communication 
and troop concentration, 

In turn each division was taken 
from the line and given one month's 
conditioning and training for its par- 
ticular part of the attack, Every man 
was familiarized as far as possible 
with the country and what he was to 
do and what it was expected the en- 
emy would do, Drilling, raiding, hold. 
ing trenches, shelling, being shelled,

The original attack was planned for

ARE CORPORATION 
TAXES SHIFTED 
rO CONSUMER 


How far taxes levied upon the pro- 
fits or incomes of corporations are 
shifted to the consumers of goods, or 
recipients of services, supplied by the 
(axpayer, isa problem that has been 
the subject of animated controversy 
“ver snice that form of taxation was 
it was held by advocates 
of the tax that it was a desirable 
method of rasing public revenues be 
cause of the ease with which it could 
be assessed and the small expense in- 
volved in its collection. 

A further argument advanced in its 
favor was that it was an indirect tax 
on the general public, and that 
through it large revenues could be ob- 
tained without incurring the usual pro. 
tests against increased taxation, This 
view of the operation of the tax was 
opposed by many economists, who as- 
serted that it would not be possible 
to shift the tax to the consumer in the 
form of higher prices or additional 
charges, 

When the time arrived for revising 
the tax Jaws under which enormous 
revenues had been raised for war 
purposes, it was urged by Andrew 
W. Mellon, Secretary of the Treasury 
that taxes on corporations were an 
obstacle to the saving of necessary 
capital and its further investment in 
productive industry, In line with his 
recommendation the taxes on corpora. 
tions were reduced, Since that time 
efforts have been made to secure fur- 
ther reductions, but so far the change 
in the tax rate has been inconsider- 
able, 

In an endeavor to ascertain the ac- 
tual} experience of the corporation 
under the tax, the National ludustrial 
Conference Board has made an ex- 
haustive investigation of the sales, 
profits and capital investment of 4644 
large and successful corporations for 
the period 1918-1925. The conclusions 
reached from the facts submitted are 
that the corporation income tax can 
not be shifted onto the consumer, ex- 
cept under unusual circumstances, 
such as during war times, or in the 
case of corporations enjoying patent, 
monopolistic, or similar special ad- 
vantages, and that the tax does not 
affect prices nor the movement of 
capital investment. 

Acceptance of this finding, that as 
a rule the corporation tax is not 
shifted, will not strengthen sentiment 
{n the Congress for its further reduc- 
tion or repeal. Tax reduction from 
which the great n&pority of consum- 
ers do not benefit is not likely to be 
favored in a Presidential election year,

The Financial Post, in discussing, 


Alberta coal, says close attention will 
be paid by Alberta coal operators to 
establish a market for their product 
in Ontario during the next three years. 
Heretofore the freight rate has prov- 
ed a stumbling block, 7 This obstacle 
has now been removed by the Dom 
inion Government, which has passed 
an order-in-council for a rate of $6.75 
a ton, 

The problems in connection with 
this movement are many, but they 
are not insurmountable, Distribution 
channels will have to be established. 
The various grades of coal will have 
to be adventised and last, but not 
least, the people of Ontario will have 
to be educated as to how they can 
secure the greatest value from Al- 
berta domestic coals. 

It is a matter of opinion as to 
whether or not Alberta coal can be 
placed on the Ontario marke; in three 
years’ time, The coal operators be 
lieve they can do it. If they are suc- 
cessful, the Ontario householder will 
secure his coal at lower cost; mil- 
lions of dollars now being spent on 
the imported product will remain at 
home; more work will be provided 
for Alberta’s coal miners; the rail- 


ways wili be able to utilize more fuily 
their rolling stock; and the country 
as a wifole will benefit, @ 

lf the movement proves to be a 
failure, then the Dominion Govern 
ment will foot the bill, as it guaran- 
tees the payment of the difference 
between the new rate and the actual 
cost of moving the coal. But Alberta 
will have been given the opportunity 
to prove her case, Whatever it costs, 
the experiment is in the national in- 
terest, By and large the ordering of 
the new freight rate is a constructive 
bit of legislation,

VERY INTERESTING 
COMPARISON OF 
PROVINCIAL FINANCES 


The Winnipeg Free Press gives the 
following comparison of the revenue 
und expenditure of the different pro- 
vinces in 1926, prepared by the Citi- 
zens’ Research Institute of Canada, 
has some interesting features, Ex- 
penditure per capita in the western 
provinces was considerably higher, of 
course, than in the East, It ranged 
from $13.11 per capita for Manitoba, 
which was the lowest, to $36.17 for 
British Columbia In «the ‘Ease it 
ranged from $9.85 in Prince Edward 
Island to $12.65 per capita in Ontario. 

Except for debt charges and pay- 
ments on account of public welfare 
institutions and charitable grants, the 
per capita expenditure in Manitoba 
for the various purposes in 1926 was 
less than in the other western pro- 
vinces. The debt charges in Manitoba 

were $3.02 per capita, which was 50 
per cent. higher than Saskatchewan 
but less than half as high as Alberta. 

On education we spent in this 
province $3.36 per capita, as against 

$4.10 in Saskatchewan, 54 in Al- 

berta and $5.94 in British Columbia. 

Legislation and general governmeni, 

also, cost considerably less ere, as 

did the administration of justice. On 

ugrciulture We spent only 40 cents per 
capita, although Manitoba had what 
has been called a “larmers’ govern- 
ment,” while Saskatchewan spent i5 
cents, Alberta $1.03 and British Col- 
umbia 85 cents. On highways and 
bridges Manitoba spent 94 cents per 
capita while Saskatchewan spent $1.46 
and Alberta $1.57, Alberta, British 
Columbia and New Brunswick had 
expenditures on account of railway 
guarantees, but Manitoba was spared 
this item, 

As for ways and means, Manitoba 
collected more, per capita, in taxes 
than either of the other prairie pro- 


vinces, but this was partly because |. 


she received less per capita in the 
way of Dominion subsidy, Taxation 
| per capita in this province was $8.64 
us against $6.80 in Saskatchewan and 
| $7.79 in Alberta. But Manitoba re- 
| ceived only $2.87 per capita in Dom- 
| inion subsidy while Saskatchewan got 
$4.07 and Alberta $4.79. 

More fortunate than the other 
prairie provinces in regard to sue- 
cession duties, Manitoba received an 
amount equivalent to $1.19 per capita, 
While Saskatchewan received geet 36 
cents and Alberta 41 cents British 
Columbia got a trifle more and On- 
tario, older and wealthier, got more 
than twice as much as Manitoba per 
capita. | From the corporation and 
amusement taxes, this province got 
proportionately more than any of the 
other western provinces, But we got 
the least from the automobile tax. 
Our gasoline tax was virtually the 
fame per capita as in Alberta but only 
a little more than half that of British 
Columbia, while Seskatchewan had 
no such tax in 1926, Ontqrio got $3.05 
per capita from automobile and gaso 
line taxes, Manitoba received $1.81, 
Saskatchewan $1.84 and Alberta $2.53. 

It might be stated that Manitoba's 
revenue from succession duties, cor- 
porations and aiusements came very 
largely from the city of Winnipeg, 
while relatively more of the automo 
bile and gasoline taxes came from the 
city than from the rest of the prov- 
ince considering the population of 
both.

A splendid trip by service car is 
from N. Plymouth to Te Kniti on the 
main trunk railway. The distance of 
110 miles is done regularly in five 
hours, including over half-an-hour’s 
stop for lunch on the way, The road 
is (excepting that some of the turns 
a@re very sharp) good all the way. 
For the first thirty miles after leaving 
N, Plymouth it is not far from the 
sea, We travel through some very 
good country, prosperous dairy farms 
and many large butter factories, over 
pretty rivers and over Mt, Messenger, 
then down again to the rivers.

tour guide The guide explains the 
story of each cave as we go along 
Banquet Hall is the largest chamber,

1 snow alactites hang from the ceil- 


ing Stalagmites standing up from the 
floor represent many differen; figures, 
Near the end is a huge mass of lime 
stone, topped with pointed stalagmites 
resembling a large pipe organ, 

Some of these caves are illuminat- 
ed with millions (we did not stop to 
count them) of glow worms, which 
also infested the roof of the grotto or 
underground river. It is impossible 
to properly describe the beauty of 
thesa caves The ‘remarks in the 
visitors’ book describe them and the 
caves in general thus: “The enchanted 
cave of stars”, “The Eighth Wonder”, 
“The milky way of God's own coun- 
try”, “Canopy of Heaven”, ete., ete. 

Two miles further on, by good road, 
amid most perfect scenery of New, 
Zealand's native bush, where the huge 
fern trees are Many, we come to the 
Aranin Caves, if possible, more beau- 
tiful than Waitomo. Here we find the 


|Fairywalk, Crystal Block, Temple of 


Peace, Chocklet Block at the head of 
Cathedray Majestic. Some of the 
stalagmites in the Crystal Palace 
stand 12 feet in height and about 4 
feet at the base. Most of nature's 
decorations here are pure white, but 
in many places are colored through 
the action of water dripping through 
or over them, White shawls, blankets 
drapes, mantles and over mantles and 
many other beautiful things are to be 
seen here. 

Just across the Gorge, still through 
beautiful scenery, is the mouth of 
the Ruakuri Caves, these, if possible, 
are finer still, About a dozen spacious 
caverns or halls, connected by wind- 
ing corridors, more delicate shades 
of cream, as well as various colours 
and pure white, Under these caves 
igs the hidden river and water falls, 
the roar of which can be plainly 
heard. 

The Tourist Department charge 
three shillings or 72 cents for guides 
services and entrance to each cave, 
Travellers are so satisfied that some 
of them go many times to see them, 
Accommodation at the hostel is $1.40 
for room, $1.00 for each meal, 

I regret my inability to do justice 
in describing the Waltomo Caves, but 
shall now try Rotorna, it may be 
easier,

Rotorna is a very fine, clean city, 
the centre of a large farming district, 
as well as being the centre of New 
Zealand’s wonderland of geysers and
